UBING the poor hunting left 
these days, August Terens 90 
years old, spends less time in the 
woods this year than he did when 
younger, say when about 75 or 70. 
“All I saw in the woods on Oct. 1 
this year was a bird and a grass- 
hopper,” the farmer-woodsman la- 
mented. He prefers rabbits and 
partridge for his game. 
| Mr. Terens, one of the earliest 
‘residents of Manitowoc county sur- 
| viving, celebrated his 90th birth- 
i'day just Sunday. Although Mon- 
|day is not a dress occasion in his 
llife on the farm, he donned his 
|Sunday togs again yesterday to 
| pose for the Herald-Times photog- 
'rapher. A grandson handed him a 
‘cane to hold while being photo- 
graphed. 

“Otherwise you won’t look old 
enough,” the young man said. Mr.

’ First at Vicksburg 

His “bachelor” quarters at the 
Terens farm, now owned by his 
son, Oscar, are an attraction for 
men of the community and for 
boys, too, who call on him to play 
sheephead through the long eve- 
nings of fall and winter.

Home Burned Down

{calls no incidents of terrorizing by 
Indians. When they settled for a 
time near Sheboygan, however, 
their home was burned down, sup- 
posedly by Indians. 

| Mr. Terens, born in Germany 
Oct. 23, 1843 came to Wisconsin at 
ithe age of four years. His father 
‘was French, and his mother, Ger- 
‘man. They tried out settlements 
at Sheboygan, Port Washington, 
‘and town of Franklin in Kewau- 
/nee county before they established 
i; themselves at Mishicot. 


| After his service in the Civil 
War August Terens built and oper- 
‘ated a saloon at Mishicot and with 
his brother, John, operated a hard- 
ware store.

Adolph Tesarik Who Won $50 
Reward 


Thefts Bring Conviction 

Adolph Tesarik of Manitowoc 
County was appealed to by neighbors 
in regard to poultry losses. As a re- 
sult of an investigation, he became 
suspicious of Anton Mleziva, who 
was arrested. Most of the chickens 
had been sold to hotel keepers, ac- 


_eording to the confession. 


___At no time did Mleziva take more 
than 12 chickens. After catching the 
chickens in a bag, he would take 
them to his car, which was parked 
near the road, and then take them 
to the hotels. Not much money was 
obtained, as several times he would 
take it out in trade or would allow 
it to apply on his account for drinks 
and tobacco, 

Mleziva was a clothing salesman 
and the sheriff believed that he used 
his job as a blind to get a line on 
the farmers’ poultry, 

He confessed that he stole seven 
ehickens from John Wodraska and 
the same night sold them. As pay- 
ment he took two shirts, a pair of 
socks and several drinks and smokes. 

His confession further states that 
he stole eight or 10 chickens from 
the Anton Forst place. There was a 


light in the house, but the Forst car 


was out of the garage. He left his 
own auto a quarter mile down the 
road. This time he was given 50 
cents in cash and the balance applied 
on his account. On a second visit he 
took eight chiekens. 

Even his own brothers suffered 
He stole 
three chickens from Joseph Mleziva, 
for whieh he again received 50 cents 
cash and several drinks and tobacco. 
from another’ brother, Stephen 
Mileziva, he had stolen at least 18 
chickens. 

Thefts of gasoline and motor oil 
were also alleged to have been ac- 
complished by Mleziva. 

At the hearing it was found that 
Anton Mleziva was sane and pleaded 
guilty and requested the court to 
sentence him. He accordingly was 
sentenced to the state prison at 
Waupun at hard labor for a general 
indeterminate term of not less than 
Ohne year and not more than three 


years. 2

Her father Jac- 
ob Trossen came over from Ger- 
many with his family consisting of 
a wife and six children in 1847 and 
took 160 acres of land from the 
government on which he immedi- 
ately started to build a on house 
for a home. The family lived in 
this four room log structure until

her father took the logs that he 
had cut down while clearing the 
land and had them sawed into 
lumber for a new house which he 
built. This was one of the first 
frame houses to be built in the vi- 
cinity of Mishicot and which still 
stands on the farm, which is now 
owned and operated by Oscar 
Samz, the grandson of Jacob Tros- 


sen. 
A Run Away 

Mrs. Samz tells of an incident 
which happened when she was still 
a small girl. Two Rivers was a 
small village of about 100 inhabi- 
tants where her father did his trad- 
ing, and when supplies got low it 
meant a rather long trip with the

Mrs. Samz was accompanying her 
parents on one of these trips one 
day in a heavy wagon drawn by a 
team of slow moving oxen when 
they met a man from Two Rivers 
with a team of horses on a two 
Seated carriage. Two seated carri- 
ages, or any carriages in fact, were 
a novelty in those days, and most 
of all to the oxen. In attempting 
to pass on the narrow road, the 
oxen became frightened at the 
horses and started to run away. 
They hadn’t gone far before the 
wheel on one side struck a rather 
high log and tipped the wagon 
over, throwing the family out. Her 
mother lost a silk umbrella that 
had been given her by her hus- 
band. Mrs. Samz has a good hearty 
laugh over the incident, when she 
thinks. of her mother carrying a 
silk umbrella and riding in an ox- 
cart, for they were rather expen- 
sive luxuries at that: time. 
School Days 

Mrs. Samz attended school un- 
der rather difficult conditions. 
There was. a large one room school 
at Mishicot .where the children 
from a large area attended. She 
tells of running all the way to 
school through the thick woods for 
fear that she might meet ‘some 
wild animal, for she states that 
bear, and many other animals were 
thick in the woods at the time. 
Wolves used to chase the deer and 


‘oxen on the narrow rough road attack the young stock running in

the woods. 

She laughs when she tells of an 
incident concerning one of her 
father’s neighbors, Collis Niquette, 
who lived to the south of them. A 
bear crawled into the pigsty one 
night and started off with one of 
the Niquette shoats. Mr. Niquette 
was aroused from his sleep by the 
squeals of the pig, and jumping 
from his bed and not stopping to 
dress he rushed to the door and 
started calling the pig back, but 
the poor pig in the embrace of the 
bear was helpless to obey its mas- 
ter’s voice and continued to squeal 
as the bear carried it deeper in the 
woods. A posse was organized next 
morning, but they failed to find 
either the pig or the bear.
